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Identification if Person Making this Declaration of Facts 

This Declaration is being made by John H. Sherman, residing at 2407 
Buckingham Drive, N.W., Cedar Rapids, lA 52405. I am presently a patent attorney for 
Intermec IP Corp in Cedar Rapids, lA. In relation to the patent application referenced 
above, I hereby do declare: 

1) I have been directly involved with efforts to secure formal paperwork, 
including a signed Declaration for Patent Application, executed by Robert C. Meier, sole 
inventor for the above-referenced patent application. A bona fide attempt was made to 
present a copy of the application papers (specification, including claims, drawings, and 
declaration) to the non-signing inventor for signature. 

2) A copy of the patent application and Declaration and Assignment 
documents were sent to Mr. Meier on December 21, 2000 via UPS along with a cover 
letter requesting prompt retum of the signed documents. The cover letter and Declaration 
and Assignment documents are attached as Exhibit A. Mr. Meier neither signed nor 
returned the Declaration and Assignment documents. Identical copies of the above- 
referenced patent application and Declaration and Assignment documents were again sent 
to Mr. Meier via UPS with new cover letters dated January 8, 2001 and March 8, 2001, 
respectively, again requesting prompt retum of the signed documents. Copies of the 
cover letters are also attached to Exhibit A. Again, Mr. Meier neither signed nor retumed 
the Declaration and Assignment documents. Tracking information obtained from the 
UPS web page is included for each of these letters in Exhibit B as evidence of dehvery to 
the above-referenced address for Mr. Meier, which is believed to be correct. 

3) In a telephone conversation on March 28, 2001 between Mr. Meier and the
